Neither the gruesome stories of 
starvation and privation or the 
glorious word-pictures painted by 
ardent advocates of Communism 
were in the least true. The few 
people who have written so many 
sagacious words about this most 
interesting country in the world 
evidently had their minds made 
up about it before they ever got 
there if, indeed, they ever got 
there at all. 

That first glance of Leningrad, 
the wretched clothes and poor 
cafes and cheap new buildings is 
deceiving itself. You find later 
that the Russians are sacrificing 
greatly on clothes, a little on food 
and have barred those things 
which we call “luxuries” altogeth- 
er. The rate of two pairs of shoes 
per person every three years at the 
present time compares with only 
half a pair for the same period be- 
fore the October revolution. Where 
Russia was formerly an agricul- 
tural nation, and a very poor one 
at that, it has become industrial 
in the last 10 years. England re- 
quired 200 years and America 
nearly as long as that. Cain learn- 
ed all these statistics, which prob- 
ably mean nothing at all, when he 
became the first and last tourist 
guide in Moscow who abstained 
completely from propaganda. 

But as I said before, Cain was 
indeed treading upon thin ice and 
as we begin to write about the 
U. S. R. R. even now we feel a 
sensation akin to that of a man 
carrying a can of TNT around on 
his hip pocket.

The Nine Old Men 


By DREW PEARSON AND ROBERT

CHAPTER Iii. 

Proverbial “Roosevelt luck” has 
been the envy of both political 
friends and enemies, but never has 
it deserted him in so great a time 
of need as in the case of three of 
the nine old men. For when Mr. 
Roosevelt was inaugurated, Jus- 
tices McReynolds, Sutherland and 
Van Devanter, all ardent reaction- 
aries, were considering retirement. 
Van Devanter’s health had suf- 
fered by the shock of his wife’s 
death, and he had written only 
one opinion the year before Mr. 
Roosevelt took office. Sutherland 
has pronounced hypochondriacal 
tendencies and is always talking 
about his medicines and his ail- 
ments, while McReynolds, al- 
though in good health, was exces- 
sively bored and wore the appear- 
ance of perpetual disgust. 

But just at the precise moment 
Mr. Roosevelt took office, these 
three seemed animated by a sud- 
den and hitherto completely con- 
cealed regard for the future wel- 
fare of the court. Suddenly it be- 
came a sacred symbol of the past, 
a mighty bulwark against change, 
#nd the more the press speculat- 
ed regarding the prospect of res- 
ignations, the greater became 
their determination to stick to 
their black silk robes through hell, 
high water and halitosis. 

Let no one insinuate that Mr. 
Roosevelt would have failed to 
mourn had any one of the five 
anti-New Deal jurists been called 
by his Maker. But undoubtedly it 
was hard for him to understand 
why these distinguished gentlemen 
should not take advantage of the 
$20,000 annual lifelong pension au- 
tomatically granted after 10 
years’ service at the age of 70, and 
retire to havens untroubled by 
crop control, minimum wages, 
price-fixing and the regulation of 
our natural resources. 

Congressman Sumners, a loyal 
Democrat from Texas, even intro- 
duced a bill providing that the 
$20,000 annual pension could nev- 
er be reduced by subsequent econ- 
omy acts of congress. It was re- 
called that Justice Holmes, when 
90, had his pension cut by the 
Hoover economy act to $10,000, 
causing him to remark: “I have al- 
ways been a prudent man, so this 
pay cut will not hurt me. But I 
am distressed that I cannot con- 
tinue to lay aside for my old age.” 
(When he died he bequeathed 
$250,000 to the government.) 

It was the late William Howard 
Taft who set the court its standard 
of efficiency. When he became 
chief justice he found that the 
court was two and three years be- 
hind in its docket, and in order to 
remedy this he asked that the 
court be given discretionary pow- 
er to determine for itself which 
cases it considered of sufficient 
importance to review. Under this 
act, Taft, before he died in 1930, 
had settled hundreds of long-de- 
layed cases. Chief Justice Hughes 
has carried this even further. Taft 
was never able to clear the court 
docket entirely, but Hughes has 
developed such a mania for speed 
that sometimes the docket has 
been cleared even before the pe- 
riods set for hearing cases have 
expired. 

Mr. Hughes’ perpetual rush has 
aroused some resentment on the 
part of his more meticulous col- 
‘leagues, and also it has had the 
|distinct disadvantage of cutting

Hoover, who leaned heavily upon 
Cotton in all important matters, 
told him that he wanted to elevate 
his old friend Justice Stone to that 
office, but considered himself un- 
der obligation to Charles Evans 
Hughes, who had campaigned most 
effectively in his behalf, and who, 
he felt, carried great prestige 
throughout the nation. 

Cotton agreed emphatically that 
Stone was the man for the chief 
justiceship, and mentioned the idea 
of elevating Judge Learned Hand, 
of the United States circuit court 
in New York, as a successor to 
Stone as associate justice. 

“What I would like to do,” said 
Hoover, “is to offer Hughes the 
appointment but make sure that 
he will turn it down.” 

“That’s very simple,” suggested 
Cotton. “Hughes’ son, Charles Ev- 
ans Jr., is solicitor general and 
argues the government’s cases be- 
fore the supreme court, If his 
father became chief justice he 
would have to resign, and I’m sure 
Hughes wouldn’t have him do that. 
Hughes is almost 70 years old. He 
has lived his life. He has received 
almost every honor there is to re- 
ceive. He doesn’t need the job, 
while being solicitor general means 
a great deal to his son, who is just 
at the start of his public career. 
So you can offer Hughes the ap- 
pointment and be sure that he will 
turn it down,”

FRANCE HARASSED 
BY LABOR TROUBLES 


Opening of Parliament To- 
day Also Faces Slump in 
Stock Market. 


PARIS, April 26.—(?)—Wide- 
spread labor troubles, strike vio- 
lence and a slump in the stock 
market harassed the French gov- 


ernment on the eve of' the open- 
ing of parliament tomorrow. 

Employes of the Latecoere, a 
non-nationalized airplane factory 
at Toulouse, started something new 
by going to work against employ- 
ers’ orders. 

On strike since April 17, they 
solved their differences with the 
management in principle but ac- 
cused the company of holding up 
final details, so went back to work 
anyway. 

Owners called: police, claiming 
illegal occupation of their factory 
and demanding evacuation of the 
workers. Police declined to act. 

The 10-week old building work- 
ers’ strike at Nantes flared into 
violence. Francois Bernard, head

who smashed windows and dam- 
aged his premises. 

Thirty thousand small _store- 
keepers met in Paris and protested 
against a two-day a-week closing 
order.

Bank of France stocks 
dropped 585 francs, about $26, be- 
cause of unrest and demands that 
a public works program be fi- 
nanced from banks and insurance 
companies.

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STARTLING FIGURES 

The National Association of Manufacturers 
reports that the number of persons on the pay 
rolls today has reached the 1929 levels and 
that 3,310,000 workers have found jobs since 
1933. 

Granting even the approximate correctness 
of this statement, its significance is apparent. 
It means that private industry has progressed 
far toward solving the unemployment problem. 

It means that soon, if industry is permitted 
to pursue its normal course, the total of un- 
employed will be ho greater than normal—and 
that the emergency which necessitated the fed- 
eral spending of billions for relief and work- 
relief programs no longer exists. 

There can be no sound objection, if the 
manufacturers’ association figures are correct, 
to the reduction of the federal appropriation 
for relief to whatever extent is necessary to 
balance the national budget. Then will be pos- 
sible the essential first step toward the reduc- 
tion of taxation which is acting to slow down 
the climb to a new and permanent prosperity. 

The suggestion for a rapid federal census of 
the unemployed, to clarify the widely diver- 
gent claims made by different sources, is wise. 
Such a census would not only determine the 
amount yet needed for federal relief—if any— 
but would disclose waste that may exist in the 
administration of federal relief. 

There always have been, and always will be. 
a certain number of unemployed and unem- 
ployables. In normal times these nonproducers 
are cared for by their families, by the munici- 
palities in which they live, by churches and 
charitable organizations, by fraternal orders 
and other agencies. 

The days of 1933, when the policy of fed- 
eral relief was inauguarated, were acutely ab- 
normal. The proportion of unemployed had 
reached such a point that it was necessary for 
the federal government to assume the emer- 
gency burden if serious disaster was to be 
avoided. 

Today, however, if the figures of the manu- 
facturers are correct, that emergency is over. 
Normalcy in employment and unemployment 
has practically returned and the normal meth- 
ods of providing for the unemployed should 
return likewise. Those who are on federal re- 
lief should be returned to the care of their 
families and those local governments and or- 
ganizations which have in the past supplied 
their wants. 

With the load of unemployment relief lifted 
from the federal treasury, the budget can be 
balanced, the national debt reduced and the 
tax burden lightened. 

Then industry, agriculture and trade will go 
forward to a new era of prosperity that will 
make easy the care of the normal amount of 
unemployment that must always exist. 


IS CUPID LEARNING? 

Can it be that Fulton county humanity is 
growing better, that men and women are learn- 
ing to be tolerant of each other, that the 
touch of connubia] understanding is warming 
the hearts of more matrimonial pairs?

Only 27 couples appeared ask- 
ing for the severing of the bonds which had 
grown irksome, while it is customary for at 
least half a hundred cases to appear on the 
divorce docket for.that day. 

When. marriage 
continues, in this day of easy divorce, it is pre- 
sumptive evidence, at least, of a satisfactory 
condition of happiness, or contentment, on the 
part of the united couple. 

Perhaps Cupid, in recent years, has recov- 
ered somewhat from his proverbial blindness— 
perhaps he has slipped one eye, at least, from 
under the bandage and is taking greater care 
before he aims his darts. Possibly he is ex- 
ercising a degree of judgment in choosing his 
victims; maybe he has taken a course in the 
Olympian college on the subjects of eugenics 
and congeniality.

A GOOD SUGGESTION 

Tentative plans to complete the rebuilding 
of the city auditorium by providing two addi- 
tional convention halls through changes in the 
entrance lobby and Taft hall will receive unan- 
imous approval.

NATHAN LYNN BACHMAN 

Georgians join in paying tribute to the 
memory of a distinguished citizen of a neigh- 
bor state, United States Senator Nathan Lynn 
Bachman, of Tennessee. Yesterday Senator 
Bachman, who died in Washington last Friday, 
was laid to rest in the soil of his native city, 
Chattanooga, while mourners of every class 
and every type, from his own state and from 
other southern states, gave their last homage 
to a man who had served his people well. 

Senator Bachman was not of the type that 
seeks the ephemeral fame that comes from 
demogogic appeal to the unthinking. He did 
not cater to those who give of their applause 
cheaply. Rather, he sought, always, to render 
to his state and to his nation real service. 
Whether that service was through conscien- 
tious conviction upon some matter of world im- 
port, or whether it was through kindly help to 
an individual, no matter how humble, Senator 
Bachman was always willing to devote his best 
energies, his most careful thought. 

He combined in his nature the finest quall- 
ties of potential statesmanship with that type 
of political wisdom that is kindly in its hu- 
manity, rather than astute in its opportunism. 


THE NATION’S FIRST ASSET 

Observation of “Child Health Day’ on Sat- 
urday next, May Day, again accentuates the 
most important asset enjoyed in all the natu- 
ral wealth of the United States. That asset 
is the children of the country and their high 
average of good health. 

It is in the hands of this coming genera- 
tion that the fate of the nation rests; into their 
hands we shall pass the torch when the black 
angel, Azrael, softly touches us and says our 
work is done. 

There can be nothing more important to 
the nation than the good health of our chil- 
dren. Though the ideal for which government 
and the public should strive in this respect 
is yet far distant, remarkable strides toward 
that goal have been made in recent years. 

Good citizenship is difficult without clean, 
clear, healthful minds, and healthy minds are 
primarily dependent upon healthy bodies. 
Health of the children is therefore the foun- 
dation stone upon which the progress of the 
state, and of the race, must be largely based. 

Georgia’s celebration of Child Health Day 
has enlisted the active interest of the state’s 
leaders and of the public. Proclamations by the 
Governor and by the mayors of the various 
cities have served to focus attention upon the 
day. 

Governor Rivers has agreed to head the 
state’s official program by an address, broad- 
cast from an Atlanta radio station’ There will 
be meetings and programs in practically every 
county in the state. 

If the importance of regular physical ex- 
amination for every child in Georgia and of 
the proper treatment for the correction of 
physical faults or incipient disease can be im- 
pressed upon all our people, Child Health Day 
will prove to be the greatest of all days in the 
calendar. 


Editorial of the Day 


COTTON FOR CELLULOSE 
(From the Spartanburg Herald.) 

Is the day of picking, ginning and baling the 
cotton crop coming to an end? One will believe 
so after reading the announcement to the Amer- 
ican Chemical: Society made by Dr. Frank K. 
Cameron, of the University of North Carolina. 

Dr. Cameron has conducted a series of ex- 
periments, covering several years, in the produc- 
tion of cotton, to prove that the south has been 
throwing values away while retaining only the 
lint and seed of the cotton plant. He has proved 
to his own satisfaction that the whole cotton 
plant—stalk, boll, lint and seed—can be har- 
vested and made into cellulose after the oil has 
been chemically extracted from the seed. The 
cotton pickers would give way to mechanical 
reapers, and instead of expensive ginning and 
baling the crop would be prepared for market 
by a machine similar to that which bales hay. 

If the vision of the North Carolina professor 
becomes a reality, the effect will be revolution- 
ary. There will be no use for the mechanical 
cotton pickers which inventors are said to have 
perfected. The cotton gin industry which has 
grown to large proportions will be without a 
market for its gins. The vexatious problem of 
jute bagging will be completely solved and the 
ginneries scattered throughout the cotton fields of 
the south will be useless. Cotton pickers will 
operate the harvesters and balers under the new 
system. There will be a change in the method 
of planting and cultivation of the cotton crop 
which will do away with the “chopping” of cot- 
ton. Paper mills will be attracted to the south, 
where they will be guaranteed abundance of raw 
material which can be grown in one season. 

It may be a dream but chemists agree with 
Dr. Camegen that his announcement is sound. If 
it proves’ practicable the south is in for a new 
era and one of new adjustment which should 
bring prosperity to southern farms, towns and 
cities.

The age of dinosaurs has come 
back. We saw hundreds of the 
monsters on a recent motor trip. 
So tall they were that they ob- 
scured the road’s horizon. So 
wide they could scarcely be pass- 
ed. So long that the business of 
passing them involved calculations 
and allowances out of all propor- 
tion to the ordinary. As _ they 
went by, the breath of. them came 
near to tilting our small convey- 
ance, and the sound of them was 
like the roar of mad waters. Their 
eyes, after dark, burned with a 
great light that blinded our own, 
and beneath their monstrous feet 
the asphalt trembled. 


Some people call them trucks 
and busses—but we call them din- 
osaurs. And it seems to us that, 
whatever the law of the matter, 
they grow taller and wider and 
longer each year. They have their 
noble and useful place in modern 
transportation, and we know it, 
but what about us poor ordinary 


motorists? Is there to be any place 


for us? 


Certainly there is a limit to the 
size of trucks and busses which 
can safely and practically be per- 
mitted on highways over which 
private passenger cars go. To en- 
force limits where they are al- 
ready fixed and to fix them where 
they do not yet obtain are com- 
ing to be imperatives of traffic. 
On the trip to which we refer, 
after a long day of encountering 
the dreadful dinosaurs, it seemed 
that they grew larger and larger 
as night approached. And then, 
in the twilight, there loomed one 
unbelievably large, a _ veritable 
king of dinosaurs. When it came 
near enough we could see it for 
what it was. It was a truck with 
an elephant in it. Yes, an elephant. 
And there were we in our small 
Chevrolet, daring the road in com- 
petition. We marveled at our 
courage—and shuddered at what 
it had brought us to. 


It is possible to make out an 
excellent case for permanently in- 
creased governmental expendi- 
tures to meet the social needs of 
a new day. It is possible, on the 
other hand, to make out a case 
for decreased governmental ex- 
penditures to meet the need of 
retrenchment after these years of 
so much public spending. But it 


is not possible to make any case/| yo 


at all for spending without pay- 
ing. In this day of better income 
and happier prospects there is no 
excuse for living on borrowed 
money, for taking the future to 
finance the present. That is some- 
thing on which everybody except 
the politicians ought to be able 
to agree, it seems to this column. 


Whether the answer is more taxes 
or less spending, the federal gov« 
ernment and all other govern< 
ments which cannot balance their 
budgets now are in an altogether 
untenable position. 


The combination of history and 
holiday which St. Augustine of- 
fers is a precious thing if prop-~ 
erly combined. To see that the 
combining is faithfully and hon- 
estly done and that the commerce 
which caters to the holiday does 
not destroy or deface or confuse 
the remainders that belong to the 
history is one of the tasks faced 
by those who plan a restoration 
and preservation of America’s 
oldest city.

Angelo Herndon’s five-year fight 
to avoid serving an 18-to-20-year 
sentence for attempting to incite to 
insurrection was ended yesterday 
in the five-to-four decision of the 
United States supreme court, 
which set aside his conviction in 
the Fulton courts. 

Herndon is an admitted Com- 
munist party organizer and it was 
for his alleged activities in behalf 
of Communism that he was ar- 
rested by investigators of Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin’s staff 
early in 1932. He was charged 
with inciting to insurrection and 
possessing literature which called 
for setting up a “black belt re- 
public” throughout the south. 

In 1932 Herndon was convicted 
under the Georgia anti-sedition

AN ACT. 

To propose to the qualified voters of 
Georgia an amendment to Article seven, 
Section seven, Paragraph one, of the 
Constitution of Georgia, so as to author- 
ize the City of Atlanta to incur a bond- 
ed indebtedness in addition to that here- 
tofore authorized by the Constitution and 
laws of Georgia for the purpose of re- 
funding and retiring its existing bonded 
indebtedness due and unpaid as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, and which becomes due up 
to and including January 1, 1938; to pro- 
vide that the funds raised from such ad- 
ditional bonded indebtedness shall be 
used exclusively for the retirement of 
said bonded indebtedness that is or may 
become due and unpaid as of January 
1, 1938: to authorize the City of Atlanta 
to make temporary loans and to limit 
the aggregate amount of said loans out- 
standing at any one time; to provide that 
said loans must be paid off out of reve- 
nue received by the City of Atlanta in 
the vear in which said loans were made; 
to authorize the City of Atlanta to is- 
sue notes or debt certificates for the re- 
tirement and payment of the deficit and 
current indebtedness of the City of At- 
lanta; to provide the terms of their is- 
sue: to provide for the submission of the 
amendment for ratification by the peo- 
ple, and for other purposes. 

SECTION 1. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly > 
of the State of Georgia, and it is here- 
by enacted by authority of the same, 
that Article seven, Section seven, Para- 
graph one, of the Constitution of Geor- 
gia, which has hneretcefore been amend- 
ed, shall be further amended by adding 
at the end thereof a new paragraph in 
the following words, to-wit:

The brotherhood rejects negroes, 
but claims to act as their represen- 
tative in all negotiations. The ILA 
accepts them in its membership. 

Joseph P. Ryan, president of the 
HA, challenged the brotherhood’s 
claim to jurisdictional supervision 
over all freight handlers in the 
metropolitan area. 

In: the demands submitted to the 
railroads in the New York area 
last March, the orotherhood asked 
for a 20 cents per hour increase 
for all employes, elimination of the 
contract system, a day’s pay for 
any part of a day’s work, and two 
weeks’ vacation with pay for all 
freight handlers. 


The brotherhood threatened to 
strike unless these demands were 
granted, but the challenge of the 
ILA complicated matters. The 
deadline was reached Saturday. 
A 48-hour truce was agreed upon, 
but the two organizations were 
no nearer a solution today then 
than they were Saturday. They 
had arranged another 48 hours’ 
truce just before the President 
took action. 

Both Unions Satisfied. 

Both Ryan and George O. Price, 
chairman of the brotherhood’s 
committee, expressed satisfaction 
with the President’s intervention. 

Price said that “since the emer- 
gency board will have the power 
and the authority to investigate 
causes of dissatisfaction and rec- 
ommend action, I think we can 
control the situation and prevent 
any interruption in commerce.” 

Ryan said he “felt sure the 
board will, upon _ investigation, 
find we do represent the freight 
handlers.” 

“I believe this will put a stop 
to Price’s ridiculous statements,” 
he said, “He knew he couldn’t call 
a strike, because he hasn’t the or- 
ganization.”

Gold Policy

NEW YORK, April 26.—(UP)— 
The stock market today suffered 
the widest break in almost two 
years as nervous liquidation pour- 
ed in from both fcreign ani de- 
mestic operators. 

The close was nervous and ac- 
tive, around the lows for the day, 
and floor operators reported they 
were unable to discern much sup- 
port even though from a quick 
trading standpoint many consid- 
ered the price levels around a 
buying point provided outside sit- 
uations were cleared up. 

A thumbnail sketch of the 
market at the close showed: 

Dow-Jones industrial .average 
broke 5.01 points, widest since 
July 26, 1936, and the average of 
171.97 was at the lowest point 
since October 2, 1936. 

Individual losses among active 
stocks ranged from 2 to 12 1-2 
points with all divisions sharing.
